people SoDdiy afternoon at 3 o'clock 
Sylvester Whalon. employed by the L. 
& N.. met a terrible death when he 
was run down and killed by an eagine 
directly in front of the pasMater 
depot. 

Whalon was engaged in shoveling 
rubbish from the track between the 
depot and the Winchester crossing. 
He was working near an engine taking 
water, and while in a stoopiug posture 
another engiae .in charge of a hostler, 
backed op the track whoro^ho was at 
work. 

Whalon was unconscious of the ap- 
proach of the locomotive, which was 
due to the noise of the engine near 
which he was working, and until a 
spectator called to him was unaware 
of the approaching danger. Partly 
rising he grabbed for the engine in an 
effort to save his lite. He was, how- 
ever, knocked down and dragged a dis- 
tance of more than one , hundred feet. 
The engine passed over his hod^ wl^ch 
was horribly mangled. 

The hostler in charge of the engine 
knew nothing of the accident until the 
cries of the eye-witnesses attracted 
his attention, and be brought the loco- 
motive to a stop a short distance 
above the Winchester street crossing. 

Coroner Rudolph Davis was at once 
notified and he held an inquest over 
the remains. The jury composed of 
S. G. Clay. U. W. Peed, Hiram A. 
Galbraith, W. P. Shelton, W. F. 
Hedges and J. C. Snyder, retarned a 
veridct in accordance with the faets. 

The mangled remains were removed 
to the andertaking establishment of 
Mr. George W. Davis, where they 
weie prepared for banal and later re- 
moved to his home on Vine street. 

Whalon is survived bs a wifa and a 
little daughter aged aboat 7 years. 

Yesterday the remains ware taken 
to Curry, Harrison countf, on the 3:30 
p. m. train for burial. 

Man and Wife Slain.

Swinn, were attacked near their home 
on Quicksand Creek, in Breathitt 
county, hiunday evening by Norman 
and Alonzo Allen and both were killed.

Scabbies in sheep in Kentucky is 
being^ stamped out so rapidly by the 
methods now being used that tbe 
quarantine against about twenty-five 
counties in Western Kentucky, west 
of Green River, will bf» lifted within 
the next few months. The State Live 
Stock Sanitary Board held a meeting 
recently and heard a report trom Dr. 
A. J. Payne, of the National Govern- 
ment, who is conducting the fight 
against scaoies ' in Kentucky. Or. 
Payne said the situation is much bet- 
ter and the soabies is being stamped 
out even faster tban he had hoped. 
He recommended that a quarantine be 
established against all states which 
use any but the samo dip used in this 
State. The board declared the 
quarantine in effect so that only the 
states which use the tobacco dip, 
which is used officially in Kentucky, 
can ship shaepriato the State. 

Dr. Payne reported thst ninety-twa 
counties are working to ftmdicntn 
scabiaa. In aixty-^ive oi these caon- 
tiea infection haa keen iannd. In 
twenty- a ae en 
work ia being 
twenty-seven

county live stoeh ippaeetnr, T kr aa 
fourths of the conntlaa tinU are net 
pushing this work are located in tke 
eastern aection of the State. 

He reported that 584.267 sheep bad 
been inspected durincr the past three 
months and found to be free from 
scabies ; 845 had been found exposed ; 
39.762 were found in'ected wi*h 
scabies. This makes a total of 574.874 
sheep that nave been inspected in the 
last three months. The Assesors' re- 
port show that Jthere are 650,000 as- 
sessed \n the State. He also reported 
that there had been 50, 925 sheep dip- 
ped under official supervision. II^b 
report is somplete up to July 1.
